More car sharing for Chicago

The pilot program, tentatively called 
NeighborCar, connects drivers to car own- 
ers willing to rent out their vehicles. The 
program will start in Pilsen and Bridge- 
port, NeighborCar project director Sharon 
Feigon said. 

“It’s not an operating company as much 
as a pilot to test out a number of strate- 
gies for making peer-to-peer car sharing 
successful,” Feigon said. “The great thing 
about peer-to-peer car sharing is that you 
don’t buy any cars. It’s people in Chicago 
who own them. There are cars every- 
where.” 

NeighborCar is run by Alternative 
Transportation for Chicagoland, a divi- 
sion of the nonprofit Center for Neigh- 


bachood ‘Technolgy: ‘The Eroups work to 
create sislatible urban developmen and 
Transporation at affordable prices. “Che 
Pega, expncied to Stsivt this Spoukg, t- 
ceived a $715,118 grant over twer years fromm 
the Federal Highway Administrarioi. 

The Center for Neighberlusul Technnl- 
ogy pioneered car sharing in Chicago in 
2002 with I-GO, which was aperated Ly 
Alternative Transportation, 1-33 was sald 
to Enterprise in 2013. With Neighteartar, 
local car owners set their rental rancs. and 
drivers can use the car for a set price and 
defined time period. Tim Frishie, a spokes- 
man for the Shared-Use Mability Center, 
another group that promotes ride sharing 
and is involved in Neighbortar, saicd that a 
price range has not been set yet.

WELCOME TO BOND COURT 


A person charged with a felony has a right 
to go before a judge who can set bail in his 
or her case—that is, to find out whether he 
or she can wait at home for the case to be 
resolved or will have to wait in jail. In Cook 
County, that usually means defendants go 
through Central Bond Court in the Leighton 


Criminal Court Building in Little Village. Here’s 


what happens there.

If you are charged with a felony in Chicago, 
chances are you'll find yourself in a scuffed- 
up, sunlit courtroom on the Southwest Side 
known as Central Bond Court. Every day, 
dozens of defendants shuffle through Court- 
room 100, where a judge hears a few basic 
facts about each case and, sometimes in a 
matter of seconds, decides where each person 
will stay until the case is resolved: at home or 
in jail. 

Over the past few years, more and more 
defendants have been allowed to wait it out 
at home. 

In about half of cases in 2014, judges ordered 
defendants to be sent home on I-bonds or 
electronic monitoring, according to data from 
county officials. That’s up from 21 percent in 
2011, according to staff in Cook County Board 
President Toni Preckwinkle’s office. The best 
courts in the country get that percentage up 
to 80 percent, according to her office.

That information 
is then provided to the court so 
that judges can make informed 
decisions about bail.

Preckwinkle and other officials 


have 
pushed for bond court reforms, citing every- 
thing from the high financial cost of sending 
someone to jail, to the societal cost of locking 
up breadwinners and parents—particularly 
those who have been charged with nonviolent 
crimes. 

“The research shows the longer you stay 
in jail, the worse the outcome for you, all else 
being equal; frankly, if somebody’s in jail, they 
can’t work and support their family, they can’t 
go to school,” Preckwinkle said. “Those who 
pay the money, the bond, have those options. 
There’s no reason why poor people shouldn’t 
have those options.” 

Eight out of 10 bond hearings in Cook 
County are held at Central Bond Court, mak- 
ing it the main driver of the Cook County 
Jail’s population—a jail that for decades was 
under significant scrutiny for overcrowding. 
Most other bond hearings are held in subur- 
ban courts.

So, as a money-saving measure as well as 
a way to ease crowding, the county in recent 
years has made it a priority to significantly in- 
crease the number of defendants who can stay 
at home until their cases are resolved. 

Judges have an array of options at bond 
court. Defendants cross their fingers for an 
I-bond order, which allows them to go home 
until their next court dates. An electronic 
monitoring order would let them go home 
too, under supervision of the county. 

For a D-bond, the defendant must pay 10 
percent of the order— $5,000 for a $50,000 
bond, for example—to get out of jail. For a 
cash bond, the defendant must pay the en- 
tire amount. In the most severe cases, judges 
deem a defendant too dangerous to be on 
the streets and deny the option of bail alto- 
gether. 

“The bond amount is set on the basis of the 
severity of the crime, and whether you can pay 
or not has to do with your current financial

wherewithal,” said Arthur Lurigio, a professor 
of criminal justice and criminology at Loyola. 
“Most people are in jail not so much that the 
bond amount in itself was overwhelmingly 
high and out of reach, it’s just that you don’t 
have any money when you reach into your 
pocket.” 

In the meantime, the Cook County Jail 
population has been reduced to about 8,300 
from more than 10,000 in 2013, Preckwinkle 
said. It costs $143 to house one person for one 
day in the jail, or more than $52,000 a year in 
taxpayer money. 

“You could send someone to a very nice pri- 
vate college for $52,000 a year,” Preckwinkle 
said. 

The typical resident of Cook County Jail 
is a black man from Chicago in his early 30s 
who has not been convicted of the crime for 
which he is in jail. Usually, just 4 to 6 percent 
of the jail’s population is serving a sentence, 
according to Cook County Sheriff Thomas

Dart—lengthier terms are carried out in pris- 
ons rather than jails. 


“Tt’s a very expensive proposition,” Dart 
said. “For that reason, you want to be sure the 
only people in your jail are the people who 
need to be there.” 

Releasing nonviolent detainees does more 
than just save money, some experts say. Need- 
lessly keeping someone in jail deprives a 
neighborhood of a productive resident and 
can seriously disrupt the detainee’s life, Luri- 
gio said. 

“People lose apartments, they lose jobs, 
their relationships become attenuated, the 
consequences of a jail term become more seri- 
ous,” said Lurigio, who studied Cook County 
Jail for decades. “Therefore, that’s more mo- 
tivation for wanting fewer people to go in in 
the first place.” 

Not only are most Cook County Jail detain- 
ees awaiting sentencing, the vast majority of 


those are in jail on nonviolent charges, said 


“The plurality of these folks are being ar- 
rested for drug crimes,” he said. “We think 
that this is a public health issue and not a pub- 
lic safety issue, and we are disrupting people’s 
lives and communities and not increasing 
public safety at tremendous cost.” 

But Dart, whose office oversees the jail, 
says it’s not always that simple. 

“Could there be someone in jail on a pos- 
session of pot case? Yes, but I would suggest 
if that is the case, there’s a strong possibility 
a person was on parole or just got off parole 
with a history of violence,” he said. “Could be 
a violent history, could be probation for an- 
other offense, could be on parole for another 
offense ... it doesn’t do any good to malign 
the judiciary, saying they’re locking up a lot 
of nonviolent offenders. You need to dig into 
these cases.”

Poll: Emanuel leads but may face runoff

Mayor Emanuel still has a ways to go to per- 
suade city voters to give him a second term 
next month and allow him to avoid a politi- 
cally risky runoff contest in April, according 
to anew Tribune poll. 

The survey showed the mayor at 42 per- 
cent support, shy of the 50 percent-plus-one 
majority he needs to win re-election outright 
on Feb. 24. Cook County Commissioner Je- 
sus “Chuy” Garcia was the closest challenger 
at 18 percent, with Ald. Robert Fioretti (2nd) 


at Io percent, businessman Willie Wilson at 
7 percent and perennial candidate William 
“Dock” Walls at 2 percent. 

A key factor in whether Emanuel will 
reach that majority is the 20 percent of 
voters who are undecided with less than a 
month to go. In elections past, the majority 
of undecided voters who turn out at the polls 
typically tend to vote against an incumbent, 
but that percentage has softened in recent 
national elections. 

The field of challengers so far has struggled 


to gain traction and failed to raise enough 
money to tell their story to voters, many of 
whom remain largely unfamiliar with them, 
leaving Emanuel mostly running against 
perceptions of how he’s fared during his first 
term. 

Since November, Emanuel has spent mil- 
lions of dollars on TV ads to try to rehabili- 
tate his image and held a frequent string of 
public appearances to draw attention to 
what he’s done since taking over for Richard 
M. Daley in 2011.

Balloon crew streaking 
closer to breaking records 


Only a few hundred miles and roughly two 
days stand in the way of the international 
team piloting the helium-filled Two Eagles 
balloon across the Pacific Ocean in a bid to 
break a pair of major distance and duration 
records. 

Accomplished balloon pilots Troy Bradley, 
of Albuquerque, N.M., and Leonid Tiukhty- 
aev of Russia, launched from Saga, Japan, ear- 
ly Sunday Japan time. They’re aiming for the 
shores of North America, an attempt that will 
put them on course to break a distance record 
of 5,208 miles that has stood for more than 


three decades. They’re also looking to break 
the flight-duration record set in 1978 when 
Ben Abruzzo, Maxie Anderson and Larry 
Newman made the first trans-Atlantic bal- 
loon flight. That record of 137 hours in the air 
in a traditional gas balloon is considered the 
“holy grail” of ballooning achievements. 

As of early Wednesday, the balloon was 
about 1,160 miles off the coast of California— 
traveling about 34 mph at an altitude of more 
than 15,000 feet.

LL: be honest: No matter what I say about Lost Lake in this review, 
you're going to go. The latest creation from the tiki-infused mind of 
Paul McGee is the most-talked-about bar in Chicago right now. Remember 
what happened when Big Star opened? It’s like that, but instead of tacos, 
there are bananas that look like dolphins. 


McGee recently left his post as beverage director of Lettuce Entertain You Enter- 
prises—where he made a big splash with big poppa tiki bar Three Dots and a Dash—to 
team up with Land and Sea Dept., the crew behind Longman & Eagle and Parson’s 
Chicken & Fish. But because, as McGee recently told RedEye, he “really didn’t want 
to leave tiki behind,” Lost Lake was born, along with itty-bitty Chinese takeout joint 
Thank You to serve as its kitchen. 

Because we’re not idiots, my date and I knew the evening’s rum quotient meant driv- 
ing to Lost Lake was a terrible idea. So we hopped in alternate transportation— sadly, 
not a pirate ship—and set forth on a Logan Square adventure. 


Beware, all ye who enter 
However, because we secretly are idiots, 
my date and I also thought getting into 
Lost Lake on a Thursday night would be 
acinch. Instead, we were greeted by a 
woman, whose hair was nearly as bright 
as her tropical shirt, who informed 
us that not only was the bar at 
capacity, the indoor line extending 
into Thank You was at capacity as 
well. “Outside, ye scurvy dogs!” she 
shouted (my recollection may be 
slightly altered due to later alcohol 
consumption), and we began our 
half-hour indoor/ 
outdoor wait. During = 
that time, no fewer 
than three people ap- 
proached the host stand, 
attempting to meet up with 
friends who had a seat saved in- 
side. But apparently at capacity 
is at capacity, even when there’s an 
empty chair—pretty frustrating 
for those left out in the cold. 
‘We put our name in for a 
table and joined the herds 
doing the delicate hover-dance 
for bar stools. Clearly this is 
how most bars work, but Lost 
Lake would be better served 
by adopting a Violet Hour-like 
policy of seating every patron. 
Nobody wants to stand while 
drinking an entire parrot of 
rum. It’s just awkward. 


Welcome to our 
tropical hideaway 
Sitting while drinking an 
entire parrot of rum, on the 
other hand, totally rules. Land 
and Sea mined the creative 
depths to turn Lost Lake into 
the bar you wish was attached 
to Disneyland’s Tiki Room— 
from the fish tank of piranhas 


Coconut Grove Cooler 


circling a skull to the stuffed flamingo 
peeping over the thatched roof—with a 
soundtrack reminiscent of Don Draper 
on vacation. I’m heavily considering 
losing my security deposit by having that 
fantastic, leafy wallpaper installed in my 
apartment. 


Drink away your troubles 
Lost Lake’s main lineup of tiki drinks all 
are $12, and it’s easy to want to pick your 
drink based solely on its vessel. As mature 
adults, we started with the pufferfish 
(Pool Rules, featuring bourbon, aged Guy- 
ana rum, vanilla and angostura bitters) 
and the parrot (Cocoanut Grove 
Cooler, made with scotch, 
Batavia Arrack, cura- 
cao and orgeat). The 
cinnamon stick-fes- 
—._ tooned Pool Rules 
smelled great on 
approach, but was 
fairly forgettable, 
while the Cocoanut 
Grove was wonder- 
fully balanced. I’m not 
normally one for peaty 
scotch, but its rubbery 
flavor was perfectly 
offset by a multitude 
of fruits like pomegran- 
ate and pineapple. (That 
sounds kind of gross, but 
trust me, it’s good.) 
We were starving after 
our time in line, so it was 
time to take advantage of 
Thank You, whose menu 
is even tinier than its store- 
front, from the comfort of 
our bar stools. Highly rec- 
ommended to counterbal- 
ance those drinks is the fried 
rice ($10), peppered with 
nuggets of Chinese bacon 
and adorned with a raw 


egg yolk. The chicken wings ($7 for six, $13 
for 12), weren't nearly as spicy as advertised, 
and I wasn’t thrilled by the dollars-to-wings 
value. The Mongolian beef ($8), featuring 
house-made hoisin sauce from chef 
Gabriel Freeman, felt a little over- 
done, but boy, was it good on top 
of that fried rice. 

While waiting for our next 
round of drinks, we chatted 
up our friendly bartender and 
perused Lost Lake’s intense 
rum menu, which features op- 
tions from around the globe. This 
also was a good opportunity to ask 
ourselves questions like: How does one 
become a rum connoisseur? When is Johnny 
Depp getting his own brand of rum? Why do 
people drink Malibu? This time, we opted for 
a serious one-two punch (literally and figura- 


tively): the Punch Vieux (aged rhum agricole, 
cane syrup, lime) and the Tahitian Rum 
Punch, a $45 concoction featuring two kinds 
of rum, dry vermouth and curacao and meant 
for three to four people. The latter was 
supposed to be served in a conch 
shell, but ours came in the ship- 
shaped vessel usually reserved 
for the Tortuga (also $45 and 
featuring many of the same 
ingredients). Were we given 
the wrong punch? The wrong 
ship? By the time we realized 
the possible blunder, we’d made 
our way to alow table—and certainly 
didn’t need a replacement anyway. 
There was no mistaking the Punch Vieux, 
however, which is true to its name in that 
it practically knocks you to the floor. The 
rum—derived from cane juice instead of mo- 


lasses —is one of those beasts that makes you 
say “WOOOO!"” after every sip, and probably 
was historically used to revive drowned 
sailors. It’s awesome. The punch bowl— 
whichever it was — tasted like a blue Otter 
Pop according to my date, but that probably 
was the curacao talking and definitely is a 
compliment. Also, any cocktail is automati- 
cally six times more fun to drink when sipped 
through a 2-foot-long straw. 


When you go to Lost Lake—be- 
cause, as we’ve already established, 
you will—keep in mind that you'll 
probably have to bushwhack your ae 
way through a serious wait before a 
settling in with a drink. But

A white-hot mystery 


Never trust a politi- 
cian, even if she’s the 
mayor of a safe little 
town called Fortitude. 
“We live in the one 
place on Earth we’re 
guaranteed a quiet 
life,” says Hildur Odegard (Sofie Grabol) 
in Thursday’s two-hour premiere of Pivot’s 
“Fortitude,” an enigmatic and engrossing 
whodunit that should move to the top of 
everyone’s DVR queue. 

As Hildur addresses a group of travel ex- 
ecutives she’s hoping to impress with her plan 
to build an ice hotel into a glacier, she learns 
that a brutal murder—Fortitude’s very first— 
has shattered the peace she wants to share 
with the world. Still she presses on, showing 
the fortitude that earned her town its name. 

Fortitude sits on the Svalbard archipelago 
in the Arctic Ocean about midway between 
Norway and the North Pole. It gets its 
name from the attitude its inhabitants must 
adopt while living in an area where they are 
outnumbered three to one by polar bears. A 
law forbids residents from dying in Fortitude 
because the permafrost is so solid that noth- 
ing can be buried. 

But someone does die—or more specifi- 
cally, is murdered. The killing casts suspicion 
on several of the town’s residents, not least 
of whom are Hildur and her sheriff, Dan 
Anderssen (Richard Dormer), who want to 
save their tourist project. 

Filmed in London and, more breathtaking- 
ly, Iceland, the gorgeous psychological thriller 
boasts an international cast that includes 
Grabol (the original Danish “The Killing”) 
and Dormer (“Game of Thrones”), plus Stan- 
ley Tucci “The Hunger Games”), Michael 
Gambon (“Harry Potter” films), Jessica Raine 
(“Call the Midwife”), Christopher Eccleston

(“Doctor Who”), Sienna Guillory (“Luther”) 
and Luke Treadaway (“Unbroken”). They all 
do amazing work here. 

Once DCI Eugene Morton (Tucci) arrives 
from London to help a resistant Anderssen 
with his investigation, he begins to expose 
the corruption, infidelities, jealousies and 
other secrets long hidden beneath the town’s 
seemingly idyllic surface. 

But just as the melting permafrost reveals 
an ages-old carcass that may be a mammoth, 
each clue Morton digs up only deepens the 
compelling mystery. 

On the surface, a crime thriller might 
not seem like the kind of story Pivot would 
present as its first original drama. Already the 
American home for the wonderfully funny 
Aussie comedy “Please Like Me” and Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt’s audience-participation se- 
ries “HitRecord on TV,” Pivot was launched 
in 2013 by Participant Media. Focusing on 
social advocacy of all sorts, it targets adults 
ages 18 to 34. 

“Fortitude” fits into the young network’s 
mission, however, with creator Simon Don- 
ald’s subtle yet powerful commentary on the 
ways changing climate can affect our lives. 

And don’t even get me started on the two 
shocking scenes in the premiere involving 
a polar bear and a hog. Donald gruesomely 
comments on the ongoing battle between 
man and nature, as well as the price we pay 
for progress. 

There’s a lot more to “Fortitude” than a 
murder mystery, making it one of those rare 
shows worth more than one viewing on a 
cold winter night.
